'•There Is need, for Canada to be 
In a state of prepare^dness," said 
Leo Kolber speaking for the af- 
firmative in the debate "Resolved 
tlial Canada should adopt universal 
military training." 
: .Kolber and Art Garmaise of the 
Faculty of Law won a close- decis- 
ion over Derek Speira and Herb 
Gray ot the Faculty of Commerce 
in the' inter-faculty' 'debate held 
yesterday afternoon, with,' accord- 
ing to the Judge of the debate, Art 
Leznoff, the Fiiculty of Law giv- 
ing the best presentation and the 
Commercemen ' having the best 
material.' 

Citing the attack on Peiiri-Har- 
hour as an example of a'-'coiintiry 
being caught unprepared, Kolber 
concluded his remarlu with the 
statement Uiat "Universal military 
training is the best answel- to this 
need for prepaiedness." . 

Garmaise added thnt universal 
military training was the answer 
because other possibia methods. 



such as selective service and this' 
volunteer system were, not satiit» 
factory. • ' 9^ 

The negative, admitting, the need 
for preparedness, opposed this plan 
because it would take the coun- 
try's youth at a time when their 
learning capacity is at a peak, and 
becaujiajl^ould hinder Canada's 
expanSiw|^economy by delaying 
young "men from entering their 
chosen field for two years.

His 
argument might be very convincing at the time 
but still very unreasonable and -ridiculous when 
compared to the other party's point of view. 

It should also be noted thst petitions, especially 
oil the Campus and in Democratic coift^ies, are 
drawn up by people who have failed- to iiin rec- 
ognition through thé. ptrppierj channels^ (our elected 
government) because tlie1r''1(jea?are*d«trimentai to 
our way of Hie. As a result, the promoters of 
these, schemes have embarked on a campaign of 
jioodwinking a few of thé students into signing tht 
document, and then claiming (hat they have the 
whole-iieaftéd support of the. ftudent body. 

i might say that^ltj j ajftirtunate^ that the 
governmént ususliy^oes^t' givé too much con- 
sideration to such unrepresentative documents, but, 
at the same time, it would lead to a. much better 
Society If. when «tudents are approached for their 
tlgnaturé they rebuff thesé infamous and sly pro- 
moters, thus discouraging them from such enter- 
prises.

Majesty's Theatre, here in Mont- 
real. Under the local management 
of anadian Concerts and Artists, 
this Festival is the cumulative re- 
sult of the enterprise and vision of 
David Ycddcau .formerly manager 
of the Winnipeg Ballet, and Boris 
Voikoff, of the Volk'off Canadian 
Ballet. It ^yas these men who co- 
operated in holding the First Cana- 
dian Ballet Festival in Winnipeg 
in April, 1948, which featured 
anion Rothcr compaiiics, the Ruth 
Sircl Group of Montreal. 

.Intial Start Success 
.tiarked by its first initial suc- 
cess, a second, and even more 
ambitious Festival was held In 
Toronto In the spring of Isit year. 
With 4en Canadian groups par- 
(Iripating, this Festival lasted 
from Tuesday to Saturday, with 
every performance completely 
aold out, hundreds were unable 
to ge( (iekeis. 

lb Dallel Groups 
Marking this third year, the 
ballet groups now number fifteen; 
two are from Vancouver, one from 
Winnipeg, one from Halifax, four 
from Ontario and sévcn from Mont- 
real. The work of these groups will 
cover over thirty different ballets 
and divertissements in every style 
of dancing. The artistic director is 
Roland Leduc and the orchestra of 
twenty-five will be conduced by 
Giuscppi Agostini. Jean • Marie 
Beaudet, Neil Chotem and Jean 
Deslauricrs. 

Although non-competitive;' each 
ballot has'mct the high artistic stan 
dards of the Festival Association.
